Out in tin* “ new** northwest country they are certainly 
in for trying every sort of an experiment, especially those which 
have to clo with municipal affairs. 
Everything is tried for 
which it is promised or which promise! in itself a possibility 
of better conditions. 
Now they are going to give the municipal saloon scheme a 
thorough work out so as to test by actual experience its limit of 
capacity for good or evil and set at rest the mooted question as 
to whether it is M te r th an the private saloon, and if so, eau 
the municipality without too great a loss, engage in the saloon 
business. 
In this section which is “ hack east” to the residents of 
that big country, while we are not inclined to look favorably 
upon the enterprise, we will loqjt with interest for th# outcome 
of the test. 
Ministers of nearly every denomination have assured the 
mayor and the council of Coeur d ’Alene, Idaho, of their sup­ 
port in a plan to establish a municipal saloon in that city, in­ 
stead of issuing individual licenses. Many residents of the city 
also are in favor of giving the innovation a full trial. 
Sonic of th«> citizens object to the municipal saloon on the 
ground t hut it ‘would put the saloon in la itie s .’ In the opin­ 
ion of the cit liers, exactly the reverse is true*. It is claimed that 
the man) vt ho haw* had exf»erienee and have* noted the (silitical 
activity of the liquor interests on all matters which they con­ 
sider would even remotely affect their interest, are willing to 
uonccdc the truth of tho reverse. 
Nominally, the public officials ar** supposed to regulate tin* 
liquor traffic, hut in reality arc* often regulated by it is tin* 
claim. 
Other objections arc* that the city would lose* mom*) 
because* of grafting t*olitic*ians and dishonest employes. There 
in no doubt that some* loss would occur through these* age*neie*s, 
even as it occurs in private business, hut it is argued that a 
systematic* check and balance system could lie instituted and 
surety honda required of ail who bandh* money. The working 
out of the system is purely a m atter of detail. 
There is nothing in the constitution or statute** of Idaho 
that forbids a city engaging iii a mercantile business; vc*t there* 
is no law s|N*eifte*ally authorizing a city so to e ngage, so in all 
probability, should the city of tW u r d ’Alene go almud with the 
pro) see I municipal saheoit whether it would lee |»c*rtnittc*d to 
proceed is a matter for the* courts of the* state to denude*.
